Chicago, Feb. 4.—Last night the tem­ 
perature was frigid enough to break all 
records for the winter of 1894-95. The 
carefully made and delicately housed 
government therm om eter registered 13 
degrees below’ zero as the minimum 
tem perature last night. Thermometers 
In the suburbs and outlying districts 
easily registered 13 below and had no 
compunctions in showing 16 and 18 be­ 
low. However, the official tem perature 
was 4 degrees colder than any former 
record of this winter. Previous to last 
night’s clasp, the mercury had only 
crawled down to 9 below in the govern­ 
ment instrum ent. 
The intense cold has continued for 
twenty-four hours with no present hope 
for a rise In tem perature.

has been general and severe and the 
police expect to hear of many fatalities.

emphasis: 
“ W hat an opportunity!" 
Im m ediately th at word began to en­ 
large, and while a hymn was being 
sung, a t every stanza the word “op­ 
portunity” swiftly and mightily un­ 
folded, and while the opening prayer 
was being made, the word piled up 
into Alps and Himalayas of meaning, 
and spread out into other latitudes 
and longitudes of significance until it 
became hemispheric, and it still grew 
in altitude and circumference until it 
encircled other worlds, and swept out 
and on, and around until it was as big 
as eternity. 
Never since have I read 
or heard th at word w ithout being 
thrilled w ith its magnitude and mo­ 
mentum. 
Opportunity! 
Although in 
the text to some it may seem a mild 
and quiet note, in the great gospel 
harm ony it is a staccato passage. 
It 
is one of the loveliest and awfulest 
words in our language of more than 
one hundred thousand words of En­ 
glish vocabulary. 
“ As we have oppor­ 
tunity, let us do good." 
W hat is an opportunity? The lexi­ 
cographer would coolly tell you it is a 
con junction of favorable circumstances 
for accomplishing a purpose; but words 
can not tell w hat it is. 
Take a thou­ 
sand years to manufacture a definition, 
and you could not successfully describe 
it. 
Opportunity! The measuring rod 
w ith which the Angel of the Apocalypse 
measured heaven could not measure 
this pivotal word of my text. 
Stand 
on the edge of the precipice of all time 
and let down the fathoming line hand 
under hand, and lower down and lower 
down, and for a quintillion of years 
let it sink, and the lead will not strike 
bottom. 
Opportunity! 
But while I do 
not attem pt to measure or define the 
word, I will, God helping me, take the 
responsibility of telling you something 
about opportunity. 
First, it is very swift in its motions. 
Sometimes within cue minute it starts 
from the throne of God, sweeps around 
the earth, and reascends the throne 
from which it started. W itliin less than 
sixty seconds it fulfilled its mission. 
In the second place opportunity 
never comes back. 
Perhaps an oppor 
tunity very much like it may arrive, 
but th a t one never. 
N aturalists tell 
us of insects th at are born, fulfill their 
mission, and expire in an hour; but 
many opportunities die so soon after 
they are born th at their brevity of life 
is incalculable. 
W hat most amazes 
me is th at opportunities do such over­ 
shadowing, far reaching 
and 
tre­ 
mendous wont in such short earthly 
allowance. 
You are a business man of 
large experience. 
The past eighteen 
m onths have been hard on business 
men. 
A young m erchant at his wits' 
end came into your office, or your 
house, and you said, “ Times are hard 
now, but better days will come. I have 
seen things as bad, or worse, but we 
got out, and we will get out of this. 
The brightest days th at this country 
ever saw are yet to come.” The young 
man to whom you said th at was ready 
for 
suicide, 
or 
something 
worse, 
namely, a fraudulent turn to get out 
of his despairful position. 
Your hope­ 
fulness inspired him for all time, and 
th irty years after you are dead he will 
be reaping the advantage of your 
optimism. 
Your opportunity to do 
th a t one thing for th at young man 
was not half as long as the time I have 
taken to rehearse it. 
In yonder third gallery you sit, a 
man of the world, but you wish every­ 
body well. While the clerks are stand­ 
ing round in your store, or the men in 
your factory are taking their noon 
spell, some one says, ’’Have you heard 
th a t one of our men has been converted 
a t the revival meeting in the Methodist 
church?” While it is being talked 
over you say, “ Well, I do not believe- 
in revivals. 
Those things do not last. 
People get excited and join the church 
and are no better than they were be­ 
fore. 
I wish our men would keep 
aw ay from those meetings.” 
Do you 
know, oh, man, w hat you did in that 
m inute of depreciation? There wert 
tw o young men in that group who thai 
night would have gone to those meet­ 
ings and been saved for this world and 
the^next. but you decided hem not to 
go. 
They are social natures. 
They 
already drink more than is good foi 
them, and are disposed to be wild 
From the time they heard you sat 
th a t they accelerated their steps ol 
the downward road. In ten years they 
w ill be through with their dissipation 
and pass into the great beyond. 
Thai 
little talk of yours decided their des 
tiny for this world aud the next. 
Yoi. 
had an opportunity th at you mlsim- 
proved, and how will yuu feel when 
you confront those two immortals in 
the last judgm ent and they tell you 
of th at unfortunate talk of yours thai 
flung them over the precipice? Oh, 
man of the world, why did you not say 
in th a t noon spell of conversation, 
"Good! 
I am glad th at man has got 
religion.

would have got there yourself.

The day I left our country home to 
look afte r myself, we rode across the 
country, and my father was driving. 
Of course I said nothing th a t implied 
how I felt. 
But 
there are 
hun­ 
dreds 
of 
men 
here, 
who 
from 
their own 
experience 
knew 
how 
I felt. 
At such a tim e 
a 
young 
man may be hopeful, and even im­ 
patient, to get into the b attle of life 
him self, but to leave th e home where 
everything has been done for you; 
your fath er or older brothers taking 
your p art w hen you were imposed on 
by larger boys; and your m other al­ 
ways around, when you got the cold, 
w ith m ustard applications for 
the 
chest, or herb tea to make you sweat 
off the fever, and sweet m ixtures in 
the cup by the bed to stop the cough, 
taking sometimes too much of it be­ 
cause it was pleasant to take; and then 
to go out w ith no one to stand between 
you and the world, gives one a chok­ 
ing sensation a t the throat, and a 
homesickness before you have 
got 
three miles away from the old folks. 
There was on the day* I spoke of a 
silence for a long while, and then my 
father began to tell how’ good the Lord

The fact was, my 
fath er saw th a t was his opportunity, 
and he improved it. 
This is one rea­ 
son why I am an enthusiastic friend of 
all Young Men's Christian associations. 
They get hold of so m any young men 
just arriving in the city, and while 
they are very im pressionable, and it is 
the best opportunity. 
Why, how big 
the houses looked to us as we first en­ 
tered the great city: and so m any peo­ 
ple! 
It seemed some m eeting m ust

Oppor­ 
tunity’! 
A city missionary in the lower parts 
of the city found a young woman in 
wretchedness and sin. He said, “ Why 
do you not go home?” She said, “They 
would not receive me ^ t home.” Ut 
said, “ W hat is your father's name, 
and where does he live?” Having ob 
tained the address and w ritten to tilt 
father, the city missionary got a reply, 
on the outside of the letter the word 
“ immediate*’ underscored.

Seven years after, this same 
clergyman was on his way to the gen­ 
eral assemblv of the 
Presbyterian 
church a t Philadelphia, when a young 
minister addressed him and asked him 
if he was not on a sloop on the Hud­ 
son river seven years before? The re­ 
ply was in the affirmative. 
“ Well,” 
said the young minister, “ I was the 
man whom you corrected for uttering 
th at oath. 
It led me to think and re­ 
pent, and I am trying to atone some­ 
what for my early behavior. 
I am a 
preacher of the gospel, and a delegate 
to the general assembly.” Seven years 
before on th at Hudson river sloop was 
tile clergyman's opportunity. 
A Scotch shepherd was dying and 
had the pastor called in. 
The dying 
shepherd said to his wife, “ Mary, 
please to go into the next room, for I 
want to see the minister alone.” Whev 


, the tw o were alone the dying shep n f r»i 
said, “ I have know n the Bible all my 
life, but I am going, aud I ain 'afeered 
to dee.’” Then the pastor quoted the 
Psalm, “ The Lord is my Shepherd; I 
shall not w ant.” 
“ Yes. m on,” said the 
s.iepherd, “ I was fam iliar w ith th at 
before you were born, but I am a-goin,’ 
and I am afeered to dee.” Then said 
the pastor, “ You know th a t Psalm 
says, ‘Though I w alk through the 
valley of the shadow of death, I will 
fear no evil.” 
“ Yes,” said the dying 
shepherd, “ I knew th a t before you 
were boro, but it does not help m e.”

Prof. E. G. Smith of Beloit College, 
Analyzes Four Samples Of Both 
The 
W ater and 
the Ice Taken 
From Different Places 
and Finds 
T hat I hey are All Alike* 


There are no disease germs bottled 
up in Janesville ice, and the new coun­ 
ty sewer is harmless. 
So cays Professor E. G. Smith, of 
Beloit. 
Professor Smith came to Janesville 
about a week ago a t the request of the 
Ferris Ice Company, and got samples 
of 
w ater from the river where the 
Ferris Company cut their crop, and a 
careful analysis followed. 
His reply, 
giving the result of his investigation, 
reached Janesville yesterday, and says 
th at he took w ater from four places. 
The first sample was taken from the 
river opposite Crystal Springs; 
the 
second sample, three hundred feet be­ 
low the sewer; the third from a point 
about midway between the sewer and 
the railroad bridge; and the fourth 
from the river in the rear of the ice 
h ouse. 
The analysis Professor Smith states, 
shows, 
I? irst. 
T h at the w ater in the river 
carries a large am ount of organic m at­ 
ter both ia solution 
and 
suspen­ 
sion. 
Second. 
T hat the w aters are not 
affected by any discharge from the 
sewers. 
The sample taken just be­ 
low the sewer showed a little more 
chlorine in the analysis and indicated 
some sewrage, but all evidence disap 
peras further down. 
Ice Is A ll R ight. 
Samples of ice were taken from the 
same points as the w ater and a piece 
large enough to yield aboral a gallon 
of w ater was analyzed. 
The analysis showed some interest­ 
ing facts among them , being the fact 
th a t freezing had removed all trace of 
m ineral m atter; th a t all soluble ni­ 
trates had been rejected; th a t sow­ 
able organic m atter bad not been en­ 
tirely 
rejected 
but 
had 
been 
reduced to a minimum; th at there 
was no more such m atter in the ice 
cut down the river than was found in 
the samples cut above 
the sewer. 
The amounts of organic m atter found, 
he continues, while 
small, is 
yet 
rather more than he had expected to 
find for the complete rejection of the 
salts of the water. 
But is especially 
w crtby of note th a t the date. are quite 
the same in all samples. 
“ To sum up my conclusions regard­ 
ing the ice supply a t Janesville as put 
up this season, he cays in closing it 
seems

good quality and not effected a t all 
by the sewerage and can be safely 
used for all purposes for which Bock 
river ice is adapted.”
